IMPORTANT DECISIONS BY THE ALLIES. 


COMMERCIAL, BUT NOY “DIPLOMATIC, 
RELATIONS. 


London, February 23. 
The principal subject of discussion at to-day’s meeting ofthe 
Supreme Council was Russia. It is reliably stated that the Council 
reviewed the many questions which have arisen owing ta the changed 
condition of affairs due to the Bolshevik successes. The large 
quantities of food available in Russia, which are urgently. needed in 


Europe, formed the point of discussion, also the universal desire for’ 


the regeneration of Russia.

A memorial signed by. General Gough, two Colonels and a

.Lloyd George urging recognition of the Soviets and pointing out 
the danger of a spread of Bolshevism outside Russia and the spread 
of German influence in Russia antagonistic to Britain.

THE ALLIES’ DECISION. . 
London, February 24. 

‘It is officially arthounced that the Peace Conference has decided 
thet no diplomatic relations could be resumed with Soviet Russia 
until she displayed an attitude in conformity with civilisation. 
Meanwhile, the independent States bordering an Russa have been 
advised to abstain from attacking Russia, but have been assured of 
Allied: support if attacked by Russia. 

"The Peace Conterence communique points out that the British 
and Swiss Governments have been obliged to expel the Soviet 
representatives owing to their abuse of privileges. It adds: that 
commerce between Russia and the rest of Europe will be encour- 
aged to the utmost, without any relaxation of the political attitude. 
The Allies agree tothe necessity of obtaining impartial information 
of the conditions in Russia’and therefore note with satisfaction the 
proposa! before the Internationa! Labour Bureau to send a Committee

TAX ON WAR FORTUNES TO BE ABOLISHED.

4 , Paris, February 24. 

M. Marsal, French Minister of. Finance, has written to the 
Budget Commission of the Chamber a letter stating the changes he 
proposes to make in his predecessor's scheme for raising additional 
revenue. " 

M. Marsal ‘intends to decrease the death duties in case 
of large families, to raise the limit of exemption for the 
tax on wages and salaries, to continue the special tax on war 
profits and to abolish the super-tax and levy on fortunes which have 
increased during the war. He proposes to raise the tax on 
business turnovers, now 1 per cent., to1}4 per cent., and to establish 
anew duty on persons domiciled or habitually residing in France; 
M. Marsal estimates that his financial programme ‘will increase 
revenue to the extent of 814 milliards of francs.—Afaras.

A few.years ago, when 
siver began to-Trise seriously, 
China disposed of her holdings, 
which were enormous. One of 
the features ever since has been 
that she has been a purchaser of 
the stuff—and at higher. prices 
than she secured for her stocks. 
China had silver which she paid 
40 or 50 cents gold. When the 
price want up to 70 and 80 cents 
she unloaded nd .came in 
again when the rate hedj, 
soared to 95 to 105 cents gold. 
That has been the general course 
of Chinese investments. These 
remarks of mine can be sub- 
stiantiated by the figures of the 
imports and exports of silver into 
China which the Chairman cited.. 
Between 1914 and 1917 China 
imported silver in. round num- 
bers to the amount of Tls. 57,000,- 
000 as against exports of Ts. 119,- 
690,000, or an excess of exports 
over imports of Tis. 62,500,000. 
The imports during 1918 and 1919 
were Tls. 82,000,000 and the ex- 
ports Tls. 13,000,000, or an excess 
of imports over exports of Tls. 
68,000,030. There is the whole 
history of silver transactions in 
China in a nutshell.

IRELAND'S WOES. 
- London, Feb. 8. 


The delegation of Parliamentary Labourites, which re. 


cently carried out a short tour of. investigation in Treland, 
reports, denouncing the military administratica in Southern 
Ireland. It condemns the deplorably frequent shootings af 
policemen and similar outrages but declares they» are not a 
part of any political organisation's programme. The Report 
concludes that no improvement can be expected unti) the 
problem of Ireland’s political aspirations is solved. 

A band of armed men, estimated at from 49 to 50, at 
midnight yesterday attacked the Constabulary barracks at 
Timoleagae, County Cork. They eaployed firearms and bombs 
and the fight.lasted four hours. None of the garrisun was 
injured. This morning three dead assailants were found close 
to the barracks. also one severely injured, who said that 
seven wounded had been removed. The assault was etrried 
out with the usual preliminaries of road blocking and telezrapi 
wire cutting.
